The most difficult and important part 


of the structure is the armature, and in 
building this the first thing is tin 
1 lauu- 


nated iron core. For this purpose an 
immense number of thin disks of sheet 
iron are cut out, each lui\ ing a central 
hole to admit tho shaft, and sru'ral 
other holes for tlie bolts which are to 
bold the series of disks together, so as to 
make of them a solid drain. These disks 
art1 then piled one upon another 'iround 
an iron shaft which is to form the nxlr 
of tlie armature, and thick iron end 
plates are applied nt each end and Ixilted 
together by iron bolts going through 
from end to end. The drum or cylinder 
thus formed is then mounted in a iuthe 
and turni'd to a smooth surface, except 
for r'ich projections ns may !>o left for 
guides in winding on the copper wins. 


ThJs is the next operation to In- per- 


formed: Tho workman draws the in- 
sul'tted copper wire down from a drum 
overhead 
and 
parses it 
lengthwise 


arounii tho armature run1, which is sup- 
ported by its axis in a lath,-, while an- 
other workman assists him in pressing 
tlie wire accurately into place and keep- 
ing it close to tin1 corn. This wire is not 
wound on continuously, but in a num- 
ber of short sections whose ends stick 
out somewhat, irregularly. These ends 
are to IK; attached to the successive sec- 
tions of tho commutator. 
The numer- 


ous radiating lines at the nearer end of 
the drum are parts of tho commutirtor 
sections, which are attached at their 
outer ei tls to the successive coils of wire 
on the armature. 
At then- nearer ends 


thcso radical bars bend at right angles, 
so as to pass along the surface of the 
shaft, being insulated from it and from 
each other by mica or other appropriate 
substance,—Henry Morton in Scrilmi'r's.
